Fighting on the western war front 
is istill cfiiefly confined 
to 
artillery 
firing, which the French, British and 
Belgians are conducting on a huge 
scale after a systematic plan.

Churubusco, to associate in his place, 
when he is charged to have permitted 
these boys to loiter in the Hof Brau and 
sold them intoxicating liquors.

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SULPHUR MINING IN TEXAS.

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The Auto Postal Route Coming. 


Results of experiments noAv being made at various points in the 
iountry by the postoffice department leave little room^ to doubt that 
universal Irec niral delivery of mail by automobile is coming, and 
-that in the development of this important got'ernmental service the 
faithful horse and the dinky little mail wagon which now covers 
the territory daily will soon pass from tlie scene. 


Three hundred and twenty of the auto routes are now in oppr- 
ation, and others authorized will bring the total up to 524 by the 
• end of the year. Arkansas, California, Colorado, Delaware, District 
of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Louis- 
iana, Mississippi, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania and Texas al- 
ready have motor routes, and Alabanja, Kentucky, Maryland and 
Oregon will soon have them. 


There could scarcely be a more rigid test of the automobile than 
the transportation, day after day and in all sorts of weather, of mail 
throughout the rural sections, yet preliminary experience is said to 
be amply de^nonstrating the practicability of the plail. Time sched- 
ules arc said to be better maintained over routes considerably 
longer than the old standard and the service is generally improved. 
The prediction that the automobile could not be depended upon to 
cover the routes without delay is not borne" out by the experience 
tl us far. The item of expense, which at first seemed an unsurmount- 
ablo obstacle, is also adjusting itself, for under the existing maxi- 
mum salary of $1,200 many carriers are using autos because they be- 
lieve the care more economical. The authorized auto routes, fifty to 
tixty miles in length, are being provided with an $1,800 salary.

Because of this outsiders are not welcomed in this town, unless they can 
prove that their business is legitimate, for the town is the steel mills and the 
steel mills the town. If you can't explain your business satisfactorily you 
are watched until you leave town. In some cases recently strangers have left 
town in a* hurry.

The mill buildings string out "for nearly three miles, the conipany'.s prop- 
erty extends for almost nine^ 
Htarti ng at the bridge in South Bethlehem the 
Schwab plants and property follow the Leiiigh river on down past the towns 
of Freemansburg and Reddington and i s guarded every foot of the way every 
hour in the twentj'^-four. 


Schwab has a private police force of 400 men guarding the mili,s under the 
direction of their own chief of police- - Garrett Koach. 
Me saw sfrviee in the 
Spanish-American, war and most of the men under him are ex-soldiers. 


But that is not all. ihside the plant working side by side with the reg- 
ular employees are detectives. 
Every tenth man in the shops, one foreman 
told me. is a sleuth, and there are 17,0 00 men workinj^ in the plants. 


They work quietly but quickly—when action is needed. Qn more than one 
occasion, it is said, they have averted explosions just in the nick of time. 


Each employee has an identification card. Without this card he cannot en- 
ter the gates, even though he has -worked there for years. 


A man is not allowed to go into another department beside the one where 
his work is. When they leave the plant at night they cannot roll up their 
overalls until they have passed the outer gate. 
From their workshop to the 
gate they must walk with «veralls held ready for inspection. 


in tile morning tiiey can take no thing into the plant but a package of

Resents English Interfer- 
ence With Trade as 
Neutral. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Aug. 26.-—(Corre- 
Bpondence of The Associated Press).— 
If Sweden and England come to a sat- 
isfactory understanding regarding-Swed- 
ish imports and the transit of supplies 
to Germany, this understatiding will 
not be reached through any Swedish 
concession or alteration of her demands 
to .be treated as a neutral nation en- 
joying the ireedom of the seas, accord- 
ing to the statement made today 
to 
The Associated Press by Eric de Trolle, 
President olsthe Royal Tra4e (^mmis- 
sion, iormex 
Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, and at present 
member of 
thè 
English-Swedish commission engaged in 
attempting to settle tlie trade dispute. 


"Sweden cannot and will not surren- 
trér to English demands restricting her 
commerce," said de Trolle, "in order 
to help England in her industrial war 
against Germany. 
K she did this, not 
only -would Sweden suffer industrially 
serself, but she would become virtually 
an ally of England. 
Tlie last consid- 
eration is the more important since 
Sweden would no longer be a strictly 
neutral nation. • 


"If she permits the transit of sup- 
plies betAveen England and Russia and 
joins in apy attempt to prevent the 
transit of supplies to Germany she is 
becoming an important base of supplies 
for the allies and is at the samé time 
really entering into the war against Ger- 
many. 
Sweden's modest desire is to be 
Pllowed to carry on her normal indus- 
try and to observe a strict neutrality— 
•which means helping neither side in a 
military or industrial way, to the ex- 
clusión'of the other. 
In this point of 
view she differs Avith the United States 
which 
is 
supplying 
England 
alone. 
Sweden does not consider this a real 
neutrality. 
Her position, from which 
she will not recede, is an absolutely neu- 
tral attitude toward all combattants. 


"It is logical, therefore, that we should 
hold up supplies destined for Russia 
while England's stoppage of our im- 
jwrts of raw materials interferes with 
our industry and trade with Germany. 
W« are sorry that Russia is forced 
to 
wait for her supplies which have accu- 
mulated here, but while our ships are 
being held in the English prize courts, 
we think the action entirely justiable. 


"If it were only a commercial ques- 
tion, Sweden might find it possible to 
yield to England's demands,' but since 
it is primarily a political question^ of 
not allying ourselvet> with either side, 
we cannot yield. We are, however, not 
hopeless regarding the solution of our 
dispute with England. 
Sweden is not 
unconscious of the English 
viewpoint 
or the necessity Avhich compels her to 
adopt her present attitude regarding the 
shipping of materials to Germany. 
She 
wishes to restrict our' tniports as much 
as possible. 
Both our members 
and 
the English members of the commission 
have recently made proposals which may 
lead to a sati^actory adjustment of 
the question of restricting our imports. 


"There is no quarrel aliout the export 
to Germany of our own home manufac- 
tures or of the articles which are not 
placed on the Swedish prohibitory list— 
althougli England may think that the 
export is fXcesBive. 
But I may say 
Avithout violating the secrecy of the 
negotiations Avhich are still under way, 
that the cliief obstacle is the question 
of the exceptions which Ave are bound 
to make to our prohibitory export list 
in the way of special licenses granted 
to Germany. 
In order to get supplies 
Avhich arc absolutely necessary to us, 
Ave must 
give in 
exchange 
to 
Ger- 
many some of the articles on our for- 
bidden list. It troubles the English be- 
cause we cannot produce statistics show- 
ing the exact amount and character of 
goods shipped to Germany imder these 
conditions. The pui)lication of such fig- 
ures would lead to obvious difficulties. 


"Moreover, we cannot guarantee, 
as 
England would like to have us do, that 
supplies Avill not under any conditions 
be sent into Germany. 
Not only would 
Ave sufTer from not being ablè to get 
Avhat Avc need from Germany, but we 
AVOUM then be partisan to England. 


"As to the assertion that our 
im- 
ports have increased beyond our own 
capacity for consumption since the be- 
ginning of the war, this is not generally 
true. 
Our poor harvest and our inabil- 
ity to get grain from Russia ano' other 
supplies from Germany ha«, of course, 
increased our expòrts from other count- 
tries. 
But even if our cxportis have in- 
creased Ave do not recognize England's 
rights to interfere with our commerce 
"Most of SAveden's exports to Ger- 
many are not article» directly connected 
Avith military afltairs. 
England cannot 
ask us to cut down our meat experts 
to Germany, for that Is one of our 
chief industries. 
The kind of coppef 
and thin hides which Sweden sends to 
Germany are not available for military

New York, Sept. 22.—Success of th^ 
Anglo-French financial commission seek- 
ing to establish a big credit loan here 
to Great Britain and France, was vir- 
tually assured in the opinion today of 
American financiers in close touch with 
the situation. 
Announcement 
setting 
forth that an agreement had been reach- 
'ed was expected by Wall street within 
..forty-eight hours. 


The optimistic view of the situation, 
whicli was entertained by many of the 
bankers who have been conferring with 
the commission during its twelve day 
•tay here, was not dimmed by the re- 
port that two details were yet to be 
agreed on by the commission and its 
American conferees. 
These two details, 
it was reported, was not regarded as of 
prime importance and an agreement on 
them was expected shortly, possibly to- 
day. 


As outlined by American bankers, the 
proposed credit loan will be for approx- 
imately $700,000,000, 
It will be issued 
on five year joint Anglo-French notes, 
which probably will be convertible on 
maturity, at the holders' options, into 
joint Anglo-French four 
and one-half 
per cent, bonds, maturhig twenty years 
or thereabouts from the date of issue. 


While it Avas regarded as possible that 
eleventh hour developments might up- 


set the whole 
tentative 
agreement, it 
was thought to be unlikely that this con- 
tingency would arise. 


Some bankers 
informed 
of develop- 
ments 
thought that 
announcement of 
success might be delayed till Friday or 
possibly Saturday, but that view was 
not generally held.

Matter is Discussed at Ban- 
quet Given by Real Es- 
tate Exchange. 


For the purpose of discussing the pos- 
sibilities of an ordinance to govern the 
platting and admission of additions, city 
officials were guests of the Fort Wayne 
Real Estate exchange at a banquet and 
meeting held at the Commercial 
club 
Tuesday evening. 


A letter was read by George Ashley, 
setting forth the real purpose of calling 
the city officials into «uch a conference. 
The letter urged the city officials to 
adopt some plan whereby they will be 
able to more thoroughly safeguard the 
interests and the welfare of the city in 
the matter of certain restrictions in new 
additions. 
Among other things the let- 
ter says: 
"The Real Estate exchange 
has found that 90 per cent of all the ad- 
ditions that have been platted in and 
around Fort Wayne Avithout having ,the 
necessary 
improvements or provisions 
made for the same have proven a failure 
flnaVicially to the lot buyers, besides 
having been an injury to the immediate 
neighborhood, as well as the entire city; 
any number of instances can be cited 
where the platting of such additions has 
stopped the growth of the city in that 
particular direction and in some cases 
has done extreme damage on accftunt of 
such additions having been platted on 
principal thoroughfares." 
The letter 
was signed by George L. Ashley, Louis 
F. Chirdes, W. E. Doud, J. D, Banning 
and Frank Smitley. 


Mayor Hosey Fhrst Speaker. 


Mayor W. J. Hosey, "the first of the 
city ofRcials to speak, declared that 
there should be a way for the city 
officials to regulate this matter and not 
just try to be good fellows and please 
teh men with whom they were dealing 
at the immediate time. 


William A. BayeV, president of the 
city council, declared that the board of 
public works sliould consider the sug- 
gestions made in the letter before a 
plat for a new addition be accepted. 


Col. D. N. Foster, of the park board, 
referred to the out-of-town dealers who 
have been visiting the city for a number 
of years and placing on the market 
cheap additions that have arrested the 
growth of the city in certain localities 
and also cause the purchasers of lots in 
them to lose money.

Repeatedly during a session of the 
council committee of the wliole Tuesday 
evening to consider the ordinance man- 
dating°the improvement of the unpaved 
portion of Lake avenue over the remon- 
strance of the resident property owners 
Councilman Jacob Agne, of the First 
•ward, took occasion to declare that the 
l)resent grade of the street was a part 
of the diking system that protects Lake- 
side from high water, and asserted with 
a positiveness that could not be mis- 
taken that the people of that region 
would not permit it to be disturbed 
tmtil some other means of flood protec- 
tion had been establislicd.

The re- 
monstrants who killed the Lake avenue 
paving resolution in the board of works 
two weeks ago have said that they will 
carry their ease to the courts if the city 
council persists in passing the ordinance 
sustaining the appeal of the board of 
works. 


The matter was discussed at length 
Tuesday evening and Otto E. Fuelber, of 
cou!isei for tlie rcmonstmnts. explained 
to the committee of the wliole that his 
clients did not object to paving Lake 
avenue from the present jjavement to 
join witli the pavement on the Mays- 
ville road, but on the other hand wanted 
it leaved and with standard 
material. 
The objection, he said, was to the pro- 
posal to maintain the grade of the street 
rts it is, with the "hump" undisturT)ed. 
whicli. he said, would impose a vast ex- 
pense on tlip property owners to fill up 
the lots of the abutting property to the 
street grade. 
Most of the councilmen 
"Were disposed to uphold the board of 
works, but two or three were not.

Cries Follow Great Roar, 


Persons Avho were in a large office 
building close to where the car went 
down said there was a great roar as 
the pavement and portions of the side- 
walks sank. 
This was followed a mo- 
ment later by the cries of the partly 
entombed passengers and of pedestrians 
who were either thrown into the excava- 
tion or knocked down. 


Men and women smashed the car win- 
dows with their bare hands in an effort 
to escape, eye witnesses 
said, 
wliile 
pedestrians who had been thrown into 
the hole struggled to avoid the falling 
debris and regain the street level. 


Police reserves were called out, two 
fire alarms were turned in and 15 am- 
bulances with 30 surgeons were rushed 
to the scene. 
The hospital corps of a 
large cloak and suit house directly op- 
posite the cave-in turned out. 


Water and Gas Threaten. 


The 
cave-in 
broke 
water and ga^ 
mains and within a few minutes after 
the accident heavy flows of gas and 
water threatened the lives of the 100 or 
more persons in t h e excavation.

work by city employes in shutting off 
the flow of water and gas in the broken 
mains put an end to this danger.

The charge which actually 
caused the accident was a 
r e f l a t i o n 
dynamite charge, and the cave-in was 
not due to any carelessness on the part 
of our employes. 
Rather it was due to 
the crude, loose formation of the dirt 
which we unexpectedly came across." 


Mayor ]\Iitchel drove to the scene of 
the accident early. 
There he found Po- 
lice Commissioner Woods, Fire Commis- 
sioner Adamson, officials of other city 
departments, and Edward 
E. 
McCali, 
chairman of the public serAace commis- 
sion. 


After an investigation of the cave-in 
Mayor Mitchel said there had been 78 
persons in the wrecked surface car but 
that so .far as he knew only one pas- 
senger had been killed in the car. He 
added that it was too early to suggest 
criminal responsibility but that all sub- 
way construction work' in the city will 
be inspected at once. 


May Keach One Hundred. 


After rescuers had worked four hours 
on the debris-filled excavation, it was 
announced the number of in.iured would 
total between 85 and 100.

Trees Create Sentiment, Lore .of Coantry, Enhance the Beaut j of Land- 
scape and Architecture, andrHaTe an ildttcationaMnfluence 
Upon People of All 
lE^pecially Children» 


Trees are inviting and encourafiringr 
to outdoor life. 
It is partly for this 
Advantage that many city people who 
have the means seek homes In the sub- 
urbs 
and 
farther 
in 
the 
country. 
There they can enjoy trees In their 
native splendor and flU their 
lungs 
with the pure oxygen generated by 
the abundance of plant life. 


The commercial value of the tree 
should appeal to those who are not 
touched by Its esthetic value. 
Every

m a n should realize that a tree bor- 
dered f a r m 
or a city street 
means 
an increase ifi value of the property 
with the growth of the tree. 


Trees improve climate, conserve the 
Boil and the moisture, and every effort 
should be i u t forth to protect and save 
the trees we now have arid more trees 
of the rigrht kind should be planted. 


Tree surgery is a profession which 
has grown to considerable importance, 
and in this way sick and diseased trees 
arc being restored to health. 
Briefly, 
tree surgery consists in cutting 
out 
the rotted parts of the trees and filling 
the 
cavities 
thus 
made 
with 
some 
substancc which will make the cavity 
watpr and air-tight. 
Most of 
these 
cnvitie? are the results of 
improper 
trimming. 
A stub 
is left where 
a 
iiranch 
has 
been 
r.mputated. 
This 
stub, 
into 
whifh 
thp Hving sap 
no 
longer flows, becomes .«saturated with 
moisture, 
rot .spore.? become 
active, 
the .stub soon rots off, leaving the be- 
ginning of a pocket or cavity which 
is gradually increa-sed by the action of 


' the 
rot spores 
and 
boring 
insects. 
Then the birds and squirrels begin to 
build their nests in these cavities and 
help to increase them until 
almost 
the entire center of the tree trunk has 
been destroyed. 
Unless this rotting 
is stopped 
the 
strongest 
and 
most 
magnificent tree will be destroyed. 


The proper way to 'proceed is to 
clean out the entire cavity, using a 
chisel or gouge to remove 
all 
the 
rotted wood. ^ Then wash the interior 
of the cavity with a solution of copper- 
sulphate 
made 
by 
dissolving 
in 
a 
wooden vessel, one-fourth of a pound 
of coppor-sulphate in ten gallons cff 
water. 
This solution can be sprayed 
into the cavity by means of a small 
hand pump. 
This solution will kill 
all the remaining rot spore and the 
cavity is notv ready to be filled with 
cement. 
This Is made by using three 
parts of clean sharp sand to one part 
of cement. 
Fill cavity with this mor- 
tar, then bring the filling to a smooth, 
water-tight finish, with a mortar made 
by using one part sand to one part 
cement. 


Where the cavity is large, iron rods 
are sometimes used to reinforce the 
cement. 
Where defects are remedied 
before they have spread to any con- 
siderable extent to cure is simple and 
certain, 
and 
gradually 
the 
annual 
growth of the tree will cover the fill- 
ing and. conceal the patch of cement 
beneath 
the 
new 
bark; 
but 
while 
m a n y trees can be saved in this way, 
there are an 
equal number 
beyond 
redemption, and the best thing to do 
is to remove them and plant healthy 
young trees to take their place.

Many People Belieye That Insects and Fungi Are Controlled Only By Application of Chemical Preparationt, 
and Give Little Attention to the Prevention of Attacks By Cultivation, Drainage, Planting and 
' 
Rotation, Based Upon a Knowledge of the Habits and Life History of the Pests. 


EGG PRODUCrnON. 


Produce the infertile egg. 
Infertije eggs are produced by hens 
having no male birds with them. 


Removing the male bird has no in- 
fluence 
on the number of eggs laid ¿y 
the hens. 


The hen's greatest profit-producing 
period is the first and second years, 
and unless a hen is an exceptionally 
good breeder she should be disposed 
of-at the end of her second laying sea- 
son and before starting to molt. 


While much may be accomplished 
in the control of insects and fungous 
diseases by the use of insecticide and 
fungicides, more attention should be 
given to the prevention of the intro- 
duction of crop pests by Judicious leg- 
islation, to the selection of resistant 
pTants. to the elimination of weeds and 
worthless plants which harbor 
pests 
or act as Intermediary hosts and are 
often of 
the same family as 
those 
under cultivation, to judicious 
rota- 
tion of crops, and to better drainage, 
cultivation and fertilization. 


Cultural methods of overcoming at- 
tack and injury by pests are 
based 
upon a knowledge of their habits and 
life histories. Simple rotations, season 
of planting, the use of trap plants, fall 
plowing, 
early 
planting, 
and 
many 
other average operations of the farm^, 
if done with an intelligent knowledge 
of the habits and development of the 
pests to be controlled, will often of 
themselves prove decidedly eflScient. 


The succession of the same or simi- 
lar crops on the same land has proved 
disastrous in more ways than by re- 
duction of soil • fertility. 
Its encour- 
agement of the increase of Insects arid 
fungi 
has 
become 
notorious. 
The 
corn root-worm, boll worm, or (corn 
ear 
worm), 
Hessian 
fiy, 
and 
many 
other pests are more or less affected 
by crop rotation, and ^heir control by 
this 
method 
should 
be 
carefully 
studied. 


In some sections affected with con- 
tagious diseases of live stock pasture 
rotation is essential. 
In the control of 
stomach 
and 
intestinal 
worms 
in 
sheep, hogs and cattle. Intelligent ro- 
tation covering definite periods, based 
upon longevity and life history of the 
pests, is now recognized as the most 
available and economical plan. 


The fever cattle tick may be perma- 
nently eradicated by positive rotation. 
It has been found that if cattle and 
horses are removed f r o m a 
pasture 
during the summer months it becomes 
free from the ticks. During.the winter 
if infested cattle are run upon a corn- 
field 
or 
other 
cultivated 
field 
upon

Wliile it may seem anomalous prob- 
ably the . greatest factors ^n the con- 
trol ot insects,at îeast, are other in- 
sects and fungous diseases which are 
parasitic Wi£hlri or upon-them. ' Such 
are truly friends of the producer," but 
they cannot be brought 
thoroughly 
under his control" until insect life Is 
better understood. Unable to identify 
thesfe friends' or tp understand their 
operation», m a n too often treats them 
as enémies or minimizes their mission. 


Birds as factors in insect 
control 
should be recognized. 
It i# not un- 
common to find large numbers of birds 
doing very efl'ective work in control- 
ling insect outbreaks, 


Insecticides are 
substances 
\vhich 
kill insects. Fungicides, are substances 
which destroy fungous diseases. 
W h e n 
insects and fungous diseases 
prevail 
upon the same' plants insecticides and 
fungicides may be combined and the 
two results gained from one applica- 
tion. 
Variable results havç been ob- 
tained from ]the use of insecticides and 
fungicides due largely to climatic con- 
ditions and to the quality, age 
and 
preparation' of the ingredients 
used 
and the combinaltions made. A knowl- 
edge of the pest being treated and the 
nature of the plant infested is an im- 
portant consideration. 
• 


Spraying has passed the experimen- 
tal stage and is practiced by all up-to- 
date 
gardeners 
and 
fruit 
growers. 
The grower should 
know the 
com- 
mon diseases and insects, that affect 
his ' plan'ts, should know their habits

and life history, so as to "know what 
treatment to use and at what stage 
in the life of the organism. Too much 
emphasis can not be placed upon the 
necessity of doing the work at the 
right time with the proper solution 
and with thoroughness of application. 


The most successful applications for 
plant diseases are made before the 
diseases 
appear, because 
the 
rem- 
edies 
are 
preventives 
rather 
than 
cures. 
The vegetative portion' of the 
fungus producing the disease grows 
within the tissue of the host plant and 
cannot be reached after it has ob- 
tained a foothold. 
Proper" application 
of a-fungicide will, however, prevent 
the spread of the ""disease to 
other 
plants. 
The best time to spray for 
diseases, therefore, is about the time 
the spores are ripening and being dis- 
tributed. 


There are two general classes of 
diseases. 
(1) 
Fungus 
diseases 
are 
those caused by t h e growth of^ fungi, 
which are" small parasitic plants. (2.) 
Bacterial diseases ^are those caused by 
the growth of bacteria. 
Under the first 
head are most of''the common 
dis- 
eases, as the bitter rot of the apple, 
brown rot of the peach, and 
plum, 
apple rust, apple scab, potato 
scab, 
tomato 
rot, 
cucumber 
anthracnose 
and mildew, etc. These, can be success- 
fully kept in check by spraying. Under 
the second head, are such diseases as 
pear blight or fire blight. 
This can- 
not be controlled by spraying because 
all of the growth is within 
t h e , h o s t 
plant. 
The first thing to do is to find 
out what the trouble is, then proceed 
practically in the work. Your state ex- 
periment station urges that you come 
to them for assistance. 
The informal 
tion gathered from this source will be 
of much greater value to you than can 
be 
derived 
from any 
other 
source. 
That is what state.experiment stations 
aie for—to find out by actual 
tests 
and intelligent observation, about all 
these things, and then tell you about 
them. 


COMMON SENSE FEEDING IN THE DAIRY 


In Feeding a Herd of ffmirj Cows Our Chief Problem is to Furnlah • 
Sufficient, and at the Same Time Not Too Costly » 
Supply of Best Protein Fooda. 


Black Rot/ of Tomatoes. 


According to accepted standards, a 
cow weighing one thousand 
pounds 
will require about one pound of pro- 
tein a day In a maintenance ration, 
and 
one 
producing 
from 
thirty 
to 
forty pounds of niilk a day will re- 
quire from one "and one-fourth to one 
and three-fourths pounds additional, 
or a total of from two and one-fourth 
to two and three-fourths pounds a 
daj-. 
pur dairy business, especially in 
the east, has been developed largely 
upon a basis of cheap protein foods; 
and as a result many- dairymen have 
been buying and feeding too 
many 
protein concentrates, for the purpose 
of stimulating a large flow of milk;. 


Some 
dairj'men are 
feeding 
eaph 
cow daily from eight to ten pounds 
of 
gluten 
and 
other 
highly 
con- 
centrated protein feeds: but it is my 
judgment that they are making a mis- 
take and cannot obtain profitable re- 
sults In the pail or by added fertility 
in the manure heap. 


Our f a r m crops, clover and timothy 
hay, corn and other fodder, and for- 
age, 
with 
oats, 
barley, 
wheat-bran 
and corn for concentrates, and .a little 
of the more highly concentrated pro- 
tein foods form an ideal combination 
CO promote health and vitality. 
We 
may get a little less milk, but 
our 
cows will breed more regularly, and 
we shall have belter calves. 


Usually 
the 
highly 
concentrated 
protein feeds are less healthful than 
home-grown feeds. 
The time is Com- 
ing when dairy-feeders will recognize 
the fact that a pound of protein in 
one feed is not always of equal valúe 
with a pound f r o m some other source. 
The various processes used in manu- 
facture 
of 
these 
by-product 
feeds 
háve varying effects on their feeding 
value, and it will prove a great ad- 
vantage to every feeder to make as 
9areful a study of the processes used 
in their manufacture as he does of 
their chemical analysis. 


The highly developed, 
special-pur- 
pose dairy cow cannot be fed at a 
profit 
without 
grain 
feed, 
but 
the 
nearer we can come to growing all 
of our cattle foods on our farms the 
better. 
A study 
of 
the 
protein 
in 
cornmeal, 
barley 
meal 
and 
ground 
oats shows us that small quantities of 
cottonseed-meal, gluten and 
linseed- 
oil-meal can profitably be used to in- 
crease 
the 
protein 
content 
of 
the 
ration. 


The use of these concentrates not 
only increases the value of the ration 
by so much 
protein, but it 
enables 
the cow to n>ake a more economical 
use of the barley meal, ground 
oats 
and cornmeal. 


It mav be necessary to buy some 
stuff, and for this reason the dairy- 
man who has an abundance of home- 
grown foods at hand will many times 
find it profitable to invest in some of 
these hv-product foods if they ra/i be 
had at a reasonable price. 
They add 


to the value of 'the grain ration Just 
as 
clover, 
alfalfa, 
and 
other "prò- 
teinaceous forage and fodder incréasi» 
the value and efficiency of corn-en* 
silage and timothy hay, because they 
contain the needed protein. 
' The low percentage of protein, and 
the high percentage of water in com- 
ensilage makes it desirable to feed 
with it an^ abundance of good clover 
hay, 
which 
makes 
a 
better 
ration 
than either alone, but one that is faf 
from perfect. , ' 


'When feeding ensilage and clove! 
hay, 
a liberal admixture 
of 
home« 
grown grain foods should be added t« 
balance the ration with protein. 
W« 
should 
make 
a 
constant 
effort ta , 
produce various kinds of protelnaceeul 
forage and fodder crops. 


This brings up the question of ro« 
tation of crops best suited to the feeA> 


Feeding Time in the Dator. 


Ing of the dairy cow, and I say un- 
hesitatingly that a rotation of corn, 
oats and peas, and clover—three-year 
rotation, will prove the most efficient 
in a northern latitude. 
By this ro- 
tation. it Is possible to get along with 
a minimum of grain foods, and that 
only of the highly concentrated sort, 
worth almost as much for fertilizer 
as f o r food. 


Corn-ensilage is the cheapest food 
for the dairy cow. 
Every m a n who 
has fed dairy cattle knows that suc- 
culence adds value to the cow's food, 
and that there Is no crop that will 
afford this as cheaply as ensilage from 
well matured corn. 


The advantage of a crop of mangels 
or rutabagas is not so much in their 
-nutritive value as in the fact that they 
furnish 
succulence, 
when 
the 
cowa 
are being maintained on dry foods. 
"While root crops are very generally 
used in England 
and Germany 
and 
are held In high esteem as an 
ap- 
petizer and conditioner in this coun- 
try. their use on dairy f a r m s is quite 
limited. 


One reason for this is the fact that 
too much hand-labor is required 
to 
grow and harvest them. 
The use ol 
soiling crops in summer and ensilage 
in winter is, however, well calculated 
to supply the needed succulence to 
the dairy cow's ration.—W. N. K. 


AHACHING WIRE TO CONCRETE POSTS 


There are numerous methods of at- 
taching wire fenring to concrete posts. 
Some makers place staples or 
wire

and by twisting this wire around the 
strand of the fence. . This is''done in 
two 
ways. 
The 
fastening

is 
placed around tl\e post, twisted upon 
Itself and then to the fence wire; or 
Dne end of the fastening wire is twisted 
around the fence wire, and the free 
end is then carried around the post 
and twisted on the o t h e r ^ i d e to the 
lame wire. Either plan is good, but care 
must be taken to draw the fastening 
wire tight, or else stock trying to get 
through the fence may raise or crush 
down the fencing with their heads. If 
any trouble is experienced, the post 


should be roughened at the fastening 
point with a cold chisel.

Does Cutting Corn ^ 
Fodder Rob the Soil? 


Identifying Tussock- 


Moth Eggs 


There is much said now about the 
value of corn fodder by those who ad- 
vocate the use of the silo. 
It is true 
that the corn plant at maturity, ex- 
clusive 
of 
the 
ear, 
contains 
much 
valuable 
feed 
If properly^ harvested 
and stored, says the Kansas "JouT.nal." 


Yet experienced ones say that there 
crinkled^ 
are few ways of more quickly killing 
the soil than to ^row corn and remove 
all the crop by cutting the fodder. 


It is good farm practice to cut up 
the corn and 
feed it on the 
place, 
provided that land from which it is 
cut is immediately manured to restore 
the plant food elements taken fronj 
it by the crop. 
^ 


When no equivalent is returned the 
soil is left sadly depleted of its bal- 
anced chemical store of life-producing 
elements. 


The ear of corn, being largely starch 
and composed of water and 
carbon 
dioxide, free compounds of the atmo- 
.sphere, does not remove much fertility 
from the soil. 
But the entire corn 
plant contains nitrogen, potassium and 
phosphorus 
which 
the 
soil 
can 
ill 
spare. 


These cornstalks should be allowed 
to remain in the field and be plowed 
under the following season to return 
these "vital 
elements and 
form 
soil 
humus.

Essentials in 


Strawberry Growing 


Professor Lazenby gives the follow- 
ing summary of essential points to be 
kept in mind: 


The most profitable varieties for the 
commercial grower are those not easily 
influenced by differences of soil and 
climate. 
Those which succeed well on 
wide areas are usuaily 
better 
than 
those which have a mere local reputa- 
tion. 
,, 


Pistniate 
varieties 
when 
properly 
fertilized are more productive 
than 
the sorts with perfect 
flowers. 


The value of a variety for fertilizing 
pistillate flowers does not depend so 
much upon tjte amount as upon the 
potency of the pollen. 


The flowers 'ot pistillate varieties are 
less liable to be injured by frost than 
the flowers of perfect varieties. 


Varieties that are neither very early 
-nor very late in point of maturity are 
the moat 
productive 
arfc have 
the 
longest fruiting season. 


As a rule, varieties that have the 
most vigorous and healthy foliage are 
the noLOst productive, while those with 
a 
weaker growth 
of foliage and 
a 
greater 
susceptibility 
to 
leaf 
blight 
are usually more prolific.' 


Winter protection may be dispensed 
with upon well-drained sandy soils, but

The legal argu- 
ments are certainly very weak, for the 
reference to articles supplied by Ger- 
many nnd Austria during the Boer wur 
are not to the point and are misleading, 
for at the time Germany claimed the 
right to send foodstuffs to the Boers 
via the neutral port of Ijorutzo Marques 
and, 
if 1 am not mistaken, carried after 


the war against Kngland. 


"The true ground for the discourag- 


ing attitude of the president lies, as bis 
confident, Mr. House, already informed 
me in January and now has repeated, in 
the fact that the authorities in a scrio'-.s 
crisis would have to rely on neutral for- 
eign countries for all their war materials. 
At no price and in no case, will Mr. Wil- 
son allow this source to dry up."

Resents English Interfer- 


ence With Trade as 


Neutral. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Aug. 2li.-(Corre- 


spondenee of The Associated Press).— 
If Sweden and England come to a. »at- 
i« factory understanding regarding bwetl- 
ish imports and the transit of supplies 
to Germany, this understanding will 
not be reached through any Swedish 
concession or alteration of her demands 
to be treated as a neutral nation en- 
joying the freedom of the seas, accord- 
ing to the statement made today to 
The Associated Press by Eric de Trolle 
President of the Royal Trade Commis- 
sion, former Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, and at present 
member of tht 


F-iiglish-Swedish commission engaged in 
attempting to settle the trade dispute. 


"Sweden cannot and will not surren 


di-r to English demands restricting he 
commerce," said de Trolle, "in orde 
iu help England in her industrial war 
against Ormany. 
If she did this, not 


only would Sweden suffer industrially 
serself but she would beconu- virtually 
an ally of England. 
The last consid- 


eration is the more important since 
Sweden would no longer be a strictly 
neutral nation. 


"If she permits the transit of sup- 


plies between England and Russia and 
joins in any attempt to prevent the 
transit of supplies to Germany she is 
becoming an important base of supplies 
for the allies and is at the same time 
roallv entering into the war against her- 
many. Sweden's modest desire is to be 
allowed to earn,' on her normal indus- 
try and to observe a strict neutrality— 
which means helping neither side, in a 
military or industrial way, to the ex- 
clusion" of the other. In this point of 
view she- differs with the United States 
which 
is 
supplying 
England 
alone, 


Sweden does not consider this a real 
neutrality. 
Her position, from which 


sh<- will not recede, is an absolutely neu- 
tral attitude toward all combattants. 


"It is logical, therefore, that we should 


hold up supplies destined for Russia 
while England's stoppage of our im- 
ports of raw materials interferes with 
our industry and trade with Germany. 
We are sorry that Russia is forced to 
wait for her supplies which have accu- 
mulated here, but while our ships are 
being held in the English prize courts, 
we think the action entirely justiable. 


"If it were only a commercial ques- 


tion. Sweden might find it possible to 
vield to England's demands, but since 
it is primarily a political question of 
not allying oursclvei. with either side, 
we cannot yield. We arc, however not 
hopeless regarding the solution of our 
dispute with England. 
Sweden is not 


unconscious of the English viewpoint 
or the necessity which compels her to 
adopt her present attitude regarding the 
shipping of material, to Germany. She 
wishes to restrict our Imports a» much 
aa possible. 
Both our members and 


ihe Bnglish tncmners of the commission 
have recently made proposals which may 
lead to a satisfactory adjustment ol 
the question of restricting our imports. 


"There is no quarrel about tho export 


to Germany of our own home manufac- 
tures or of tho articles which are not 
placed on the Swedish prohibitory list- 
ultlioupb England may think that the 
export is excessive. 
But I may say 


without violating the secrecy of tbe 
negotiations which fire still under w»y, 
(hat the chief obstacle is the question 
of the exceptions which we arc bound 
to make to our prohibitory export list 
in the wnv of special licenses granted 
lo (lermany. In order to get supplies 
which arc "absolutely necessary to ns, 
we must give 
in exchange to Ger- 


many some of the articles on our for- 
bidden list. It troubles the English be- 
fiuse we cannot produce statistics show- 
ing the exact amount and character of 
goods shipped to Germany under these 
conditions. The publication of sueii £lg- 
ures would lead to obvious difficulties. 


"Moreover, we cannot guarantee, as 


England would like to have u» do that 
supplies will not under any conditions 
he sent into Germany. *ot only would 
we- suffer from not being able to get 
what we need from Germany, but we 
would then be partisan to England. 


"4s to the assertion that -our im- 


ports have increased beyond our own 
capacity for consumption since the be- 
ginning of the war, this is not generally 
true 
Our poor harvest and our inabil- 


ity to get grain from Russia and other 
supplies from Germany has, of course, 
increased our exports from other count- 
tries 
But even If our exports have in- 


creased we do not recognize England« 
rights to interfere with our commerce. 


"Most of Sweden's exports to Ger- 


many are not articles directly connected 
with military affairs. 
England cannot 


ask us to cut down our meat exports 
to Germany, for that is one of our 
chief industries. 
The kind of copper 


and thin hides which Sweden sends to 
Germany are not available for military

Matter is Discussed at Ban- 


quet Given by Real Es- 


tate Exchange. 


For tho purpose of discussing the pos- 


sibilities of an ordinance to govern the 
platting and admission of flflditions, city 
r.flii-ials were puestfl of the Fort Wayne 
Real Estate exchange at a banquet and 
meeting held nt the Commercial club 
Tuesday evening. 


A letter was rend by George Ashley, 


setting forth the real purpose of calling 
the city officials into «uch a conference. 
The letter urged the city officials to 
adopt some plan whereby they will be 
able to more thoroughly safeguard the 
interests and the welfare of the city in 
the matter of certain restrictions in ni 
additions. 
Among other things the let- 


ter says: 
"The Real Estate exchange 


has found that DO per cent of all the ad- 
ditions that have been platted in and 
around Fort Wayne without having the 
necessary improvements or provisions 
made for the same have proven a failure 
financially to the lot buyers, besides 
having been an injury to the immediate 
neighborhood, as well as the entire city: 
any number of instances can be cited 
where the platting of such additions has 
stopped the growth of the city in that 
particular direction and in some cases 
has done extreme damage on account of 
such additions having been platted on 
principal thoroughfares." 
The letter 


was signed hy George L. Ashley, Louis 
F. Curdes, W. E. Doud, 3. D. Banning 
and Frank Smitley. 


Mayor Hosey First Speaker. 


Mayor W. J. Hosey, the first of the 


city officials to speak, declared that 
there should he a way for the city 
officials to regulate this matter and not 
just try to he good fellows and please 
teh men with whom they were dealing 
nt the immediate time. 


William A. Bayer, president of the 


city council, declared that the board of 
public works should consider the sug- 
gestions made in the letter before a 
plat for a, new addition be accepted. 


Col. I). X. Foster, of the park board, 


referred to the out-of-town dealers who 
have been visiting the city for a number 
of'years and placing on the market 
cheap additions that have arrested the 
growth of the city in certain localities 
and also cause the purchasers of lots in 
them to lose money. 


Power Too Limited. 


Guy Cole-rick, city attorney, gave it' 


as-, his opinion that the city officials do 
not have sullicicnt power, declaring that 
he did not, believe the board of public 
works would have the right to hold up 
an addition simply because no arrange- 
ments were made for wider streets than 
those in the plat, or for parking spaco, 
playgrounds and other questions that 
might arise. The matter of improve- 
ments in an addition and how to obtain 
them were discussed by \V. E. Doud.

Repeatedly during a session of the 


council committee of the whole Tuesday 
evening to consider the ordinance man- 


v dating the improvement of the impaved 


portion of Lake avenue over the remon- 
strance of the resident property owners 
Councilman Jacob Ague, »f the First 
•ward, took occasion to declare that the

Many People Believe That Insects and Fungi Are Controlled Only By Application of Chemical Preparations, 


and; Give Little Attention to the Prevention of Attacks By Cultivation. Drainage, Planting and 


Rotation, Based Upon a Knowledge of the Habits and Life History of the Pests. 


COMMON SENSE FEEDING IN THE DAIRY 


In Feeding a Herd of Dairy Cows Our Chief Problem is to Furnish 


Sufficient, and at the Same Time Not Too Costly » 


Supply of Best Protein Foodi. 


While much may be accomplished 


in the control of insects and fungous 
diseases by the use of insecticide and 
fungicides, more attention should be 
given to the prevention of the Intro- 
duction nf crop pests by judicious leg- 
islation, to the selection of resistant 
p'ants. to the elimination of weeds and 
worthless plants which harbor pests 
or act as intermediary hosts and are 
often of the some family as those 
under cultivation, to judicious rota- 
tion of crops, and to better drainage, 
cultivation and fertilization. 


Cultural methods of overcoming at- 


tack and injury by pests are based 
upon a knowledge of their habits and 
life histories. Simple rotations, season 
of planting, the use of trap plants, fall 


ing 
early planting, and many 


by using one part sand to one part 
cement.

Insecticides are substances 


and life history, so ae to know what 
treatment to use and at what stage 
in the life of the organism. Too much 
emphasis can not be placed upon the 
necessity of doing the work at the 
right time with the proper solution 
and with thoroughness of application. 


The most successful applications for 


plant diseases are made before the 
diseases appear because the rem- 
edies .are preventives rather than 
cures. The vegetative portion or the 
fungus producing the disease grows 
within the tissue of the hoet plant and 
cannot be reached after It has ob- 
tained a foothold. Proper application 
of a fungicide will, however, prevent 
the spread of the disease to other 
plants. 
The best time to spray for 


diseases, therefore, is about the time 
the spores are ripening and being dis- 
tributed.
